The claimed j-nventioii is .related to a method of sterilising 
flour. According to the invention an asceptically packed 
mixture of flour, suspended in a liquid, is produced. An 
object of the invention is to enable the consumers to bake 
themselves without any prior steps of preparation of the 
mixture • 

The claimed invention, according to claims 1-7 differs in the 
sterilising process. According to D2, D3 and D4, it is well known 
in the art to sterilise foods by heating or by using alcohol 
and/or other chemicals. But none of the cited documents gives any 
indication towards the claimed method and product. No relevant ^ 
combination of the cited documents would lead a person skilled in 
the art to the invention defined in claims 1-7. 

The claimed invention, according to claims 8-11, is related to an 
aseptically packed mixture of flour, suspended in a liquid and a 
method of producing such a mixture. 

Dl shows a method for ensuring a long time preservation of 
food compositions. The food compositions comprise a powder 
phase, mainly of flour, and a liquid phase. The two phases are 
separately sterilised and packed. They are mixed at the time 
o f consumption .

The claimed invention according to claims 8-11 differs f rom Dl 
in that a novel flour product is used m the mixture. The 
claimed invention also differs in that the powder and the 
liquid is mixed before the product is aseptically packed. 

The claimed invention, according to claims 8-11 is novel and 
the method and' product is not considered to be obvious for a 
skilled person. 

The claimed invention, according to claims 1-11 is novel, 
involves an inventive step and is considered to be 
industrially applicable.
